shotguns at the five elderly 
women. 

After the shooting inci- 
dent, the Klansmen, Wil- 
liam Church, Marshall 
Thrash and Larry Payne, 
were charged with felon- 
ious assault with intent to 
commit murder. An all- 
white jury acquitted Payne 
and Church of all charges 
and found Thrash guilty of 
a minor charge of simple 
assault. As a result of the 
verdicts the Black com- 
munity of Chattanooga 
erupted. Pitched: battles 
with local police were 
fought in the streets. Calm 
was eventually restored 
when Black ministers and 
other community organiz-

The Reagan Acministration 
recently announced that it had 
relaxed certain restrictions on trade 
with South Africa. The change in 
policy will allow U.S. based compan- 
ies to ship “non-military” goods to 
the country’s military and police 
forces. We feel that this change in 
policy amounts to economic sub- 
sidy and explicit support of the . 
racist minority regime in South 
Africa. In effect, the United States 
has given the Botha Regime an 
affirmative ‘acknowledgement that 
they can expeet continued support 
of their brutally repressive policies. 


The State Department was careful 
to emphasize that no goods would. 
- be sold to the Botha Regime if they: 
could be used by the military or 
police forces to enforce the practice 
of apartheid or for military uses. 
This line of reasoning is misguided. 
The point is not what-you sell to the 
South Africans, but the fact that you 
sell anything to them at all. in Rus- 
sia, Cuba and other countries, the 
U.S. has always used trade embar- 
goes as a first line-weapon against 
violations of human rights. Yet, in 
the case of South Africa, the Reagan 
Administration. is surrendering this 
weapon. Prominent legislators have 
also condemned this reversal in U.S. 
policy as being a signal to the racist 
Botha Regime that under Reagan 
‘they can feel free to oppress their 
majority population of Blacks. This: 
action will certainly drain a consid- 
erable. amount of the hope for 
_change which existed in this 
troubled area and throughout 
Africa, when President Jimmy Car- 
‘ter took the initiative to redefine the 
, United States’ role in bringing jus-: 
«tice to the oppressed peopie.of that 
’ Continent: 4 
_* ~What we have here is another case 
“of the administration telling the 
“ world that they are willing to turn 


back the clock and erase the gains 
we have made towards ending 
oppression abroad and at home. 
The “ill advised” granting of tax 
exemptions to segregated schools 
and the attempts to water down 
affirmative action and the Voting 


Rights Act have already sent us dis- 


tinct signals about the Administra- 
tion’s commitment to Blacks here at 
home. Perhaps the most worrisome 
sign is that. now the President, by 
virtue of these and other actions, 
must Constantly defend himself 
against charges of being a racist. We 
cannot sit back anymore and wait 
for 1984 to bring us a savior from 
those who are threatening to erase 
the gains which have taken so long 
to accomplish. We are standing by 
watching as twenty years of pro- 
gress goes ovt the window in less 
than one year. This group of master 
‘politicians daily cut out our vital 
organs, the right to vote, affirmative 


action, social programs and the like... 


with the skill of the most renowned 
surgeons, and: then after they are 
caught, plead that they are “ill 
advised,” “unaware of the possible 


_ negative effects" and sometimes 


“don't even try to explain their 
actions at all. 

Perhaps, the only language that 
these ideologues can understand is 
that which is spoken by protests in 
the streets. Perhaps, they have 
become too secure in their belief 
that we have grown lazy and com- 
placent, or maybe they are correct! 
‘At any rate, we all need to begin by 
realizing that until the Voting Rights 
Act is extended, many of us risk 
beirfg slaves again, because we will 
only be able to vote when the White 
man says so!

The South African government has pro- 
substantial new curbs against journal- 

ists, both white and black, in that country 
These curbs revoive.around the estabifghment 
of a government body which would have the 
power to license all journalists and to ban 
them from writing artictes for South African 
periodicals. South African officials claim that 
such a step is necessary to counter the threat 
of a “Soviet cisintormation” campaign aimed 
at the “political and mora! subversion of the 

white man.” . , 

These proposed restrictions upon press 
freedom in South Africa are not merely unjust 
and duplicitous; they are a clear and resound- 
ing admission that resistance an opposition 
to apartheid rule is growing with both the 
black and white communities in that-country. 

The English-language press in South Africa 
has assailed the government's attempt to 
clamp down on the press. The Cape Times 
declared that if the proposal is passed by the 
South African Parliament “there will no longer 
bea free press in South Africa.” Even the right- 
wing Johannesburg daily, The Citizen, has 
echoed this view. 

At the heart of this undemocratic and 
repressive South African attempt to curb 
press freedoms is the argument that Commu- 
nist subversion threatens the country. This 
argument may or may not be correct. It isclear 
enough that the Soviets are seeking to back

invocation of.an anti-Communist argument by 
the South African government is both hypo- 
critical and deceitful. Anti-Communism, (the 


legitimate opposition to the establishment of © 


Leninist dictatorships throughout the world) 
only has meaning if itis linked to a democratic 

- and raciallyjust worldview The reason West- 
ern trade uhionists and human rights advo- 
Cates are opposed to Communism worldwide 
is because they are aware that Communist 
regimes deny their citizens the fundamental 

» rights of free association, free press, and free 
speech. The recent events in Poland are per- 
haps the clearest example of this. 

Democratic anti-Communists have 
included in their ranks such illustrious figures 
as civil rights leaders 4. Philip Randolph and 
Roy Wilkins, trade union leaders George 
Meany and Lane Kirkland; socialists and 
social democrats such as African leader Leo- 
pold Senghor, Norman Thomas and French 
President Francois Mitterrand. All of these 
public figures have had a profound commit- 
ment to democracy. 

Each of them has asserted that anti- 
Communism has no moral basis unless it is 
linked to a strong commitment to. democratic 
Procedures and human rights. The South 
African government can make no claims to 
such acommitment; tts history of rule is one of 
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My hat is off to Vicki Williams, an Indiana 
factory worker who qualifies as an example of 
that middie American everyone talks about 
and few understand. 

Ms. Williams wrote an article published in 
Newsweek Magazine (January 18, 1982) that 
not only told some home truths but pulled the 
rug out from under affluent media thinkers 
who pretend to be so knowledgeable about 
the feelings of the average taxpayer. 

Ms. Williams titled her article “The View 
From $204 a Week,” that sum being her take 
home pay after taxes and other deductions. So 
she is part of the vast group of average people 
many think are so fed up with taxes they want 
to end social programs. 

Not true, Ms. Williams says. “What the peo- 
ple ‘up there’ don't understand is that | identify 
with the beneficiaries of those~ programs- 
... There but for the grace of God gol’.” 

She continues: "So far | have never had to 
rely on welfare, free lunches or Medicaid, but! 
very well might someday...People like me, 
who live only a hairbreadth from economic 
disastér, are glad those programs out 
there, though we pray we'll never have t 


Ms. Williams is not alone, about half the 
population isin the same boat. They work and: 


earn modest incomes that don't go far enough 
and all it takes is a plant closing or a bout of 
iliness td drop them into poverty. Ms. Williams 
reports her husband is out ot work and his 
unemployment compensation has run out. 

If hers were currently a two-earner family 

the “experts” would label them comfortably 
middle class. If she loses her job, her family 
would plunge right into poverty. 
_ Most Americangin\that position are only too 
aware of their situation. They are not fooled by 
the rhetoric about social programs. They 
know that all it takes is for the breaks to go the 
wrong way, and then they too will find them- 
selves needing food stamps, or other help to 
survive: — 

What we call ‘social programs” are really a 
form of social insurance, a compact among all 
Americans not to let anyone drop below some 
minimum level of sustenance and to help all to 
get the aid they need to make it on their own. 

Sure, people do resent high taxes. And 
many do pin the reason for high taxes on 
social programs’ costs. Some even give way to 
racism and blame poor minorities for every- 

hing, including high taxes and social 
spending. 

But most understand that high taxes are not 
caused by the relatively small portion of the

Africa, the second largest continent, is an 
area of 12,000,000 square miles in size. It is 
comprised of 53 independent countries, and 
populated by over 350,000,000 inhabitants 
who speak over 3,000 languages and dialects. 

Although concentrated primarily on the 
African Continent itself, African sons and 
daughters and their descendants are 
dispersed over the planet -- ascattering that is 
commonly referred to as the African Diaspora.

He explains that early Africans excelled in 
many areas. They were builders in every sense 
ofanadvancedcivilization; scientists. 
mathematicians, astronomers, engineers, 
architects, inventors and so on. Their great- 
ness flowed from their superior ability to pro- 
duce -- out-produce the competition with 
enough surplus beyond their needs to be able 
to engage in international commerce and 


structure asoundeconomy,.. 
or eons the resources of Africa have been a 


magnet that has attracted the entire world. 
And since man’s greed has always taken 
precedence over all humane considerations, 
Africa: has been plundered by the world for her 
human wealth in the form of slaves, and for her 
art and artifacts which Western artists have 
attempted to copy. 

The fatal flaw of many Afro-Americans, iron- 
ically, hs been the fact that, believing so 
. strofigly in brotherhood, they were willing to 
place more trust and confidence in others 
than themselves. That may have also been the

sis, McCarthyite anti-Communism served to 
weaken the democratic opposition to Leninist 
dictatorship. : 

Today, the South African government 
would have us believe that it is repressing free 
speech and dissent in order to protect its citi- 
zens fram Communism. Rather, by its oppres-. 
sive and undemocratic actions, it is paving the 
way for a possible Communist victory. 

Despite their protestations to the contrary, 


South Africa's racist leaders, are in fact the : . 


strongest allies of Communism. For the 
unjust, dictatorial system which they adminis- 
ter helps fuel Communist demagogy and 
increases the chances for Communist 
“successes. ; 

South Africa's only way out is. through 
democratic transformation. And this trans-' 


formation can be achieved only through the. 


strengthening of the black trade unions and 
other democratic forces within that country. 

True democratic anti-Communists must be 
united in their. vocal condemnation to this 
most recent attempt by the Pretoria govern- 
ment to crush some of,that society's few, 
remaining enclaves of freedom. Democratic 
anti-Communists must forcefully condemn 
the demagogic and immoral attempt by South 
Africa to abuse anti-Communism and to make 
it atool for continued repression: 


budget devoted to social spending. Working 
people pay high taxes because defense 
s is booming and because revenues 
are lost through tax loopholes for the affluent.

It le 
wrong to subject social programs to standards | 
not applied elsewhere. 
___Does Ms. Williams actually speak for the 
forgotten majority of working Americans? |! 
think so. Poll after poll demonstrates that 
majorities favor programs aiding the poor, the 
elderly and the handicapped, and keeping 
health and education programs, even if it 
means budget deficits. 

Even at the height of the orgy of budget 
cutting, most Americans were suspicious of 
the drastic social program cuts. Now with the 
numbers in need mounting, with the economy 
deep in recession, and with yet another round 
of callous cuts coming up, the forgotten 
majority must speak louder in behalf of its own 
interests in keeping the social compact intact.

hood'seekers,” he explains. “We have been the

The jury: of, eight blacks 
and two whites decided 
that Williams, 23, the black 
free-lance photographer 
had murdered both Nathe- 
niel Cater, 27, and Jimmy 
Ray Payne, 21, two of the 
28, young blacks whose 
slayings over a 22-monih 
period were investigated 
by a special police task 
force. 

After the jury found Wil- 
liams guilty, Supreme 
Court Judge Clarence 
Cooper sentenced him to 
two consecutive fife prison 


terms. 
On March 3,_investiga- 
tors closed the books on 23 
of Atiania’s: Slayings. of 
young blacks, saying’ they 
believed convicted killer 
Wayne Williams was 
responsible for all of them. 

According to informed 
sources in Atlanta, testim- 
ony linked Williams to 10 
additional slayings, includ- 
ing one, which was not 
added to the list of 28. 

Last year, the mysterious 
killings of the young blacks 
in Atlanta drew alot of con- 
cern-and-worry from black 
communities across the 
nation.

Tyree said he would not 
know whether Williams 
was set up in order to quell 
the outcries from parents 
and families of the deceased 
black children in Atlanta. 

Tyree, community acti- 
vist who ts currently work- 
ing with another group in 
an effort to raise $2,500 for 
the Haitian refugees to set- 
tle in Columbus, said he is 
of the opinion that further 
investigation should con- 
tinue in Attanta to untie the 
knots of the remaining kil- 
lings.
